DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 3, 12, 15, 21, 23, 28, 30, 34 and 36 are canceled. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4-11, 13, 14, 16-20, 22, 24-27, 29, 31-33, 35 and 37 are allowed. 

3. This is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 4-11, 13, 14, 16-20, 22, 24-27, 29, 31-33, 35 and 37, the prior art, 
either singularly or in combination, does not teach or suggest a facsimile machine comprising: 

". . .sending the phone number from the handheld device to a fax machine via wireless 
communication; sending a fax transmission by the fax machine to the fax destination; and 
querying the user, by the handheld device, whether to update a fax number database residing on 
the fax machine with the phone number for the fax destination from the database residing on the 
handheld device, including the following: sending a command from the handheld device to the 
fax machine instructing the fax machine to update the fax number database residing on the fax 
machine with the phone number for the fax destination." 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations, are neither suggested 
nor discussed by the prior art of record.
